ADMINISTRATORS have 
been called in sounding the 
death knell on a Dudley 
engineering group founded 
more than 60 years ago. 

Hampson Industries, with 
its head office in Brierley 
Hill, has seen its US facto¬ 
ries sold off in a pre-pack 
deal organised by the admin¬ 
istrators. 

It brings to an end 18 
months of agony at the com¬ 
pany, weighed down by mas¬ 
sive debts and production 
woes in the US. 

In February the manage¬ 
ment started looking for a 
buyer after the value of its 
assets fell to less than half of 
its share capital. 

In July trading in its 
shares was suspended and 
shareholders were warned 
there was no value left in the 
business for them. 

They are unlikely to bene¬ 
fit from the sale of its busi¬ 
nesses following the 
administration - that money 
will mostly go towards pay¬ 
ing off its debts. 

In the space of just five 
years Hampson Industries 
has gone from a major force 
in aerospace engineering to 
a collapsed company laden 
with debt. 

Over the weekend the 
company announced it had 
sold its last UK factory, 
BHW Components, Wigan 
for £2.36m. 

Bus lane axe 
fall is nearer 

BUS lanes in Halesowen 
have moved a stage closer to 
the axe after talks between 
council officials and trans¬ 
port bosses. 

Residents and councillors 
have asked for the lanes in 
Queensway near the bus sta¬ 
tion and in Bromsgrove 
Road between Vine Lane 
and the Mucklow Hill island 
to be reopened to all traffic. 

Halesowen Area commit¬ 
tee voted earlier this year for 
proposals to reopen the 
lanes to all traffic. 

Their recommendations 
were sent to Dudley Council 
and Centro. 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a 21-year-old man who 
died after a suspected hit- 
and-run in Sedgley. Flowers 
were left at the scene of the 
tragedy in Dudley Road. 

The victim, named locally 
as Tom Cox from Tipton, 
was hit by a car, about 200 
yards from The Leopard pub 
at 11pm on Saturday. 

The car is believed to have 
been travelling from Dudley 
towards Sedgley. 

About a dozen bouquets 
were left at the scene, with 
messages from family and 
friends. 

Mr Cox’s mother and 
father were too upset to talk 
at the scene but left a note 
with a bouquet saying: 
“Tom, my dear son. You will 
be missed very much. Think¬ 
ing of you always. Never be 
forgotten, love Mum and 
Dad.” 

Another note says: “Trag¬ 
ically taken from us. 

“Gone too soon. Forever 
in our hearts. Love Aunty 
Tina, uncle Andy and fam¬ 
ily-” 

Ray Bould, a retired motor 
mechanic, and grandfather- 
of-five, who lives nearby, 
said: “It’s just awful. I was 
watching television at the 
back of the house and didn’t 
hear anything but I came to 
the front of the house 
because I saw lights flashing 
in the window. 

“I saw around 12 police¬ 
men and there were two 
ambulances. 

“One of my neighbours 
had rushed out and seen his 
injuries and gone back into 
the house to get a blanket for 
him.” 

A man has since been 
arrested and released on 
bail.

ARE RULED OUT 


A CRACKDOWN on charity collectors in Dudley has been 
ruled out by council chiefs, to the dismay of local traders. 
So-called charity muggers or “chuggers” can continue to 
approach town shoppers after the Dudley Council said it 
would only introduce new rules in the borough if there is 
a change in the law. 

The council was considering restricting when and where the “chuggers” can work after 


Anti-speed 
cameras to 
be turned off 

EVERY speed and traffic light camera in the 
West Midlands will be switched off next year 
as cash-strapped police and councils switch 
to using mobile vans to catch drivers. 

They will be switched off in April in the 
most drastic move of a cost-cutting pro¬ 
gramme that has seen over two thirds of 305 
fixed camera sites made redundant. 

A review will now take place into the long¬ 
term future of cameras at the worst accident 
blackspots, with council chiefs considering 
spending £489,000 to upgrade the outdated 
cameras from costly wet film to digital. 

Until a decision has been made, they will 
rely on cameras in vans that will be driven 
around the region’s busiest roads to catch 
offenders. 

West Midlands Police has doubled the 
number of its speed vans to four. 

Last week, the West Midlands Planning 
and Transportation Sub Committee - made 
up of members of Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall, Birmingham, 
Solihull and Coventry councils - deferred a 
decision on the digital upgrade pending the 
outcome of a review on the situation. 

The upgrade would eventually fund the 
replacement of 71 cameras at the sites 
where accidents are the most likely to occur. 
Another 147 camera housings will be kept 
as a deterrent. Over the past year, more 
than 37,000 speeding drivers were caught 
by nine cameras set up in vans. 


a Government report said they needed con¬ 
trolling. 

But Dudley Market trader Len Lenihan 
said he believed restrictions should be in 
place for the charity collectors. 

“We do get a lot of them around the Mar¬ 
ket Place and I think there should be a cap 
on how many days they can be in the town 
canvassing for funds. 

“It can be quite tiring when they keep 
asking for money,” he said. 

The collectors line the streets in towns 
across the borough and in particular Dud¬ 
ley Market Place. 

Bosses were expected to follow Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council’s lead and draw up a 
voluntary list of rules, with The Public 
Fundraising Regulatory Authority. 

But the authority’s bosses said regula¬ 
tions will not be tightened unless there is a 
change in the law. 

Recommendations 

The council ruled last year that they 
should carry a licence but they insist the 
law does not apply to them as they do not 
collect cash. 

In July council chiefs said they would 
look at the recommendations from a 
national review by Lord Hodgson before 
deciding whether to enforce stricter work¬ 
ing times. At the time they said the review 
showed tighter controls are needed and 
chuggers should be licensed. 

But now they insist the current situation 
will continue unless there is a change in leg¬ 
islation 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, said: “In 
Dudley we require all charity street collec¬ 
tors to have a street collection permit.” 

Wolverhampton’s arrangement came 
into force earlier this year and restricts 
charity fundraisers to three days a week - 
twice in Dudley Street and once in Victoria 
Street. 

They also have to stand well apart from 
each other so as not to force shoppers to run 
a gauntlet of clipboards.

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Grass cutting hit in council savings 


WORK to cut grass banks, trees and 
hedges over the next year will be 
“prioritised” as Dudley Council 
makes £470,000 of savings. 

But the council’s highways chief 
has insisted the borough’s green 
spaces will not become overgrown as 
part of the £22 million programme 
of cutbacks. 

The authority is reducing spend¬ 
ing on the upkeep of hedges, verges 
and trees - sparking fears the bor¬ 


ough will end up littered with 
unkempt patches of land. 

It comes after an outcry was 
caused two years ago when the 
authority stopped cutting steep 
grass banks to save £30,000 - but 
told residents they could not do the 
work themselves due to health and 
safety fears. 

Residents in Wordsley living along 
the main A491 into Stourbridge 
started a campaign - but a nearby 


pub ended up paying for it to be cut 
regularly. Residents were furious 
when it emerged that the authority 
was continuing to cut grass on 30 
banks outside council homes, using 
money from a different budget to 
the one that was slashed. 

In February, the highways chief at 
the time, Patrick Harley, said grass 
banks across the borough would be 
cut once again this year. 

But since then a Labour council 


has been voted in - and its latest 
budget plans have left residents 
unsure of which areas will be judged 
as “priorities”. 

Highways chief councillor Judy 
Foster said: “We will prioritise the 
areas most in need. The grass banks 
that are more at risk of attracting 
litter will be a priority. Also, when 
safety is an issue, in particular if 
grass is blocking the view of traffic, 
that will be prioritised.” 


Poor records could have 
put care patients at risk 


POOR record keeping by staff at a Dudley 
care home could have put residents at risk, a 
health watchdog has found. 

The Grange Hill House Residential Home, Halesowen, 
was found to be failing in standards of quality and man¬ 
agement following an unannounced inspection by the 
- Care Quality Commission. 


Factory in 
court after 
worker, 58, 
is crushed 

A STEEL factory in Brierley 
Hill has been taken to court 
charged with breaching 
health and safety regulations 
after a worker was killed 
when an overhead crane 
crushed him against a pillar. 

Wilfred Williams, aged 58, 
died as he worked 14ft above 
ground to repair a gantry at 
C Brown and Sons in Ped- 
more Road in May 2011. 

The firm appeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for the first time last 
week to face two charges 
after the Health and Safety 
Executive launched court 
proceedings against them. C 
Brown and Sons is accused 
of breaching the Health and 
Safety at Work Act. 

The firm is accused of con¬ 
travening the Work at 
Height Regulations 2005 by 
failing “to ensure that where 
work was carried out at 
height, suitable and suffi¬ 
cient measures were taken to 
prevent, so far as is reason¬ 
ably practicable, any person 
falling a distance liable to 
cause personal injury.” 

HSE spokeswoman Helen 
Clarke confirmed the case 
had been committed to 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court until December 19. 

A verdict of accidental 
death was recorded on Mr 
Williams. 


The commission said 
care plans for residents 
were available, but claimed 
they were lacking impor¬ 
tant information, such as 
directions on treatment. 

Staff were also found to 
have not been monitoring 
the amount of drink a resi¬ 
dent had consumed over a 
24-hour period and a food 
chart for one person over a 
six-day period was blank. 

The report said: “We 
found assessments, care 
plans and risk assessments 
were available for the two 
people whose care we 
tracked. However, some of 
the care plans lacked 
important information.” 

Protected 

It continued: “This 
meant people were not pro¬ 
tected from the risk of 
receiving inappropriate 
care and treatment.” 

During the inspection, 
the care home, in Broms- 
grove Road, Hunnington, 
was also found to not be 
storing residents’ records 
securely. The home offers 
care and accommodation 
for up to 38 people with 
varying disabilities. It 
passed all other areas 
assessed by the commis¬ 
sion in September. 

Tony Billingham director 
of Carlton Care Group 
which owns the home, said: 
“We fully recognise the 
observations of the Care 
Quality Commission 
inspectors report and 
remedial measures were 
taken within 24 hours of 
notification being issued to 
us.”

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Budget is 
to decide 
loos’fates 

A FINAL decision on which 
public toilets in Dudley will 
be reopened will be made 
once the authority’s budget 
has been approved next 
March. 

It emerged last month 
that toilets that were contro¬ 
versially shut under cut¬ 
backs could be put back in 
use following a public outcry. 

Dudley Council said last 
year that the eight toilet 
blocks in shopping centres 
had become outdated, often 
targeted by vandals and 
were under-used. 

But the authority has now 
agreed to carry out a review 
to see if any could be rein¬ 
stated. And where the blocks 
cannot be reopened, bosses 
could ask local businesses to 
let customers use toilets. 

Councillor Judy Foster 
revealed the authority was 
looking to open “at least 
two” toilet blocks and had 
received requests from the 
public. 

She added: “We can’t 
make any firm commit¬ 
ments yet and I can’t say 
what toilets we are looking 
at until the budget has been 
approved early next year.” 

Sites which went last 
summer included The Cross, 
Kingswinford and Cottage 
Street, Brierley Hill, Flood 
Street in Dudley and Hale¬ 
sowen Road in Netherton. 

Masterclass

Three are found guilty of killing father, 54 




THREE men have been found guilty 
of the unlawful killing of a father-of- 
three who died after suffering 155 
injuries in a three-day ordeal. 

Paramjit Johal, Inderjit Dhesi 
and Paramjit Singh had all denied 
the manslaughter of Balbir Singh, 
who was found dead in a dingy flat 
in Tividale earlier this year. 

But after a seven-week trial at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court a jury 
found the three responsible. 

Johal, aged 50, of Baldwin Close 
in Tividale, Inderjit Dhesi, 31 of 
Brades Road in Oldbury, and 


Paramjit Singh, 46, of Wallace Park 
Road in Kent, will be sentenced on 
December 14. 

During the trial the court heard 
how Balbir had been repeatedly 
beaten and humiliated during a 
three-day ordeal. This followed a 
fall-out between the 54-year-old and 
the defendants. 

His beard and moustache were 
shaved, his turban had been 
removed and he had suffered bruis¬ 
ing and fractured ribs. Balbir’s body 
was discovered at his home in 
Baldwin Close on March 5 after 


Johal phoned emergency services. 
He told the operator a person who 
was drunk had fallen over and died. 

Giving evidence during the trial, 
Johal said he lied to emergency serv¬ 
ices because he was trying to protect 
his nephew, Dhesi. 

He said Paramjit Singh was angry 
with Balbir Singh for having to pay 
his £20 debt to a shopkeeper. He told 
the court he tried to resuscitate 
Balbir using techniques he had seen 
on television. 

The court also heard evidence 
from Mr Singh’s widow, Parminder 


Kaur Kandola, who lived in India 
while Balbir sent money home. She 
said the last time she heard her 
husband’s voice he was being tor¬ 
tured. Det Sgt Mick Griffiths, from 
the Force CID, investigated Balbir’s 
death. Following the verdict, he 
said: “What led to the sustained vio¬ 
lence has never truly been con¬ 
firmed, but thankfully those 
responsible have finally been found 
guilty of this terrible crime.” Johal, 
Dhesi and Singh were originally 
charged with murder but the jury 
returned a not guilty verdict on this.

A £200,000 revamp of 
Dudley Library has been 
unveiled. 

Workshops, childrens’ 
games and a talk from an 
artist were among the 
events on Saturday. 

The relaunched library 
was officially opened by 
Mayor of Dudley Councillor 
Melvyn Mottram. 

Work on the library, in St 
James Road, aimed to make 
it brighter and more wel¬ 
coming. 

The facility gets 5,000 vis¬ 
itors a week and old shelving 
and carpet, which had been 
in place for more than 40 
years, was replaced follow¬ 
ing feedback from users. 

Library staff have also 
tried to simplify the way 
books are stored to make 
them easier to find.

Firm hit with £18,000 bill over fall 


A FIRM in the Black Country has 
landed an £18,000 court bill after a 
worker fell 22ft down a manhole 
into a well of waist-deep raw sewage. 

Carl Harris, aged 34, was empty¬ 
ing the underground tank at a 
housing development in Halesowen 
while working for Walsall firm 
Tardis Environmental Ltd. He had 
lifted a manhole cover at the site off 
Clancy Lane and fed a pump 
between two 3ft wide mesh lids - but 


it became blocked, so he removed 
one of the lids and stood over the 
exposed drop. 

While he was shaking the pipe, 
which he had lodged between his 
legs, Mr Harris, from Walsall, lost 
his footing and fell feet first into the 
tank, ingesting some of the sewage 
and suffering bruises to his arms, 
Dudley Magistrates Court was told. 

District Judge Graham Wilkinson 
said the consequences could have 


been “much worse” if he had 
tumbled head first on August 26 last 
year. Training given to Mr Harris 
when he started as a driver five 
years earlier was focussed on empty¬ 
ing tanks beneath temporary toilets 
rather than deeper vessels, said 
Health & Safety Executive investi¬ 
gator Mr Anthony Woodward. 

Measures had not been taken to 
protect workers in these situations 
from falling, he said, and the 


company was responsible for moni¬ 
toring its staff. The company, which 
has bases across the country and 
employs more than 60, has since 
retrained them. Miss Joanne 
Brooke, defending, said managers 
had not intended to put Mr Harris at 
risk. The firm, which pleaded guilty 
to breaching a general duty to an 
employee, was fined £15,000 and 
ordered to pay £3,000 costs.

Cooper began rowing with 
his ex-girlfriend following a 
family dispute which came 
to a head on New Year’s Eve. 

His victim left to go to bed 
just after midnight and was 
on the phone when Cooper 
barged in, snatched the 
handset and swung the 
sword down across the side 
of her face. He fled the home, 
driving away in his ex’s car, 
and left her locked in the 
house. She was only able to 
raise the alarm after 
jumping from a bedroom 
window. Supt Cowley 
encouraged domestic abuse 
victims to report incidents to 
police and not suffer in 
silence. She added: “We 
ensure people and families 
affected by domestic abuse 
are given access to all the 
support services.”

Councillors backing replacement forums 


PLANS to set up forums to replace a series 
of outdated community meetings has been 
backed by councillors - despite concerns the 
scheme has been pushed through too 
quickly. 

The Community Forums will allow resi¬ 
dents to discuss issues in their areas with 
councillors, with the emphasis placed on 
participation from the public. 

They will replace the current system of 
five area committees, which have been 
branded out-of-date and too formal. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet last week 
agreed nine new forums should be estab¬ 
lished with the first meetings taking place 


on February 11 next year. The recommenda¬ 
tion will go to the next full meeting of the 
council on November 26 for final approval. 

Cash allocated to the area committees for 
the rest of the financial year will now be 
used to stage and advertise the new forums. 

Council leader David Sparks said the new 
forums would be a major improvement on 
the area committees and would evolve over 
time to better meet the needs of residents. 

But councillors on the opposition Tory 
group said they were concerned the propos¬ 
als had been rushed and it would be better 
to wait until the next municipal year to start 
the new forums. Councillor David Blood 


said he was worried the funds left to cover 
area committees for the rest of the financial 
year was not enough to set up and advertise 
the new meetings. 

But Councillor Sparks said there was 
enough cash available and this would be 
divided up between the nine forums. 

He assured the meeting no more cash 
would be used to fund the scheme. 

Councillor David Vickers said he was con¬ 
cerned about councillors being nominated 
as chairman and vice-chairman of the new 
forums. “If the point is to get more members 
of the public involved in these meetings it 
would make more sense to get independent 


people into these positions,” he said. 

“It would also save money as allowances 
would not have to be paid.” 

Councillor Dave Tyler, who presented the 
report to the cabinet, said this was already 
being planned for a future phase of the 
scheme if the forums proved to be a success 
in the future. 

He said only one senior officer and a dem¬ 
ocratic services officer to take note of any 
issues would attend the forums. 

A development programme is to be set up 
in the New Year to train senior managers to 
take on this role. 


Father and son sentenced 
for £100,000 drug factory 


TWO men involved in running a £100,000 cannabis factory at a flat in 
Brierely Hill have been jailed. Police found 191 skunk plants growing 
at the address when it was raided, Wolverhampton Crown Court was 
told. 

Three of the drug gang - Mark Smith, his 19-year-old son Kieron and Amandeep Chima - 
fled in a car as officers swooped, revealed Gerald Bermingham prosecuting. 

Police had watched as the younger Smith used a key to let himself into the address in 
Stourbridge Road, Brierley Hill. Smith emerged carrying something that turned out to be 

heroin on October 12, the court was told. 


Police truck 
will patrol 
motorways 

CRIMINAL truckers are being warned they 
could be caught out by an unmarked police 
lorry, which will be taking to the region’s 
motorways. 

Officers from the Central Motorway 
Police Group will be using a heavy goods 
lorry, kitted out with specialist crime-fight¬ 
ing equipment, to help in the fight against 
HGV-related offences. 

They will monitor both suspected crimi¬ 
nals on the hunt for lorry loads of contra¬ 
band as well as those drivers falling foul of 
traffic laws. 

The Group which has 150 specialist offi¬ 
cers will visit lorry parks, arterial routes, 
lay-bys, service stations and will patrol the 
450 miles of motorway covered by Central 
Motorway Police Group. 

The lorry is kitted out with automated 
number plate recognition equipment, 
covert cameras and recording equipment. 

Over the past three months the Central 
Motorway Police Group has seized £1.4 
million of stolen assets and recovered 
nearly £500,000 worth of drugs on the 
region’s motorways in various operation 

The force which has used the lorry for the 
past two years expect this latest operation 
to last for several weeks and the vehicle may 
be seen on any of the Midlands motorways. 

Chief Superintendent Martin Evans, 
Head of Central Motorway Police Group, 
said: “We are talking about offences as 
serious as robbery and assault.” 


He returned to the Vectra in which he had 
arrived with the other two men and the 
vehicle sped off with his 45-year-old father 
at the wheel, said Mr Bermingham. 

Andrew Harper, who lived at the address 
where the skunk was being farmed, arrived 
after the car had driven off, the court heard. 

Mr Bermingham concluded: “There were 
191 plants under cultivation with a poten¬ 
tial yield worth £100,000.” 

Sufficient hydroponic equipment for 
another drug farm was later found at the 
Western Road, Cradley Heath home of 
Mark Smith, the court heard. 

His son, who lived in Severn Road, Colley 
Gate, claimed to have been given the keys to 
the property by Chima moments before 
going in to the flat in Brierley Hill to collect 
the package that contained heroin. 

Smith, his father, 30-year-old Chima from 
Spring Parklands, Dudley and Harper, aged 
46, all pleaded guilty to being involved in 
the production of cannabis while the 
younger Smith also admitted possessing 
heroin and his father pleaded guilty to care¬ 
less driving. 

Smith senior and Harper were both jailed 
for 18 months while Smith’s son received 12 
months detention suspended under super¬ 
vision for two years with 100 hours unpaid 
work. 

Chima, only a gardener at the cannabis 
farm for two weeks, was given a year in jail 
suspended for two years.

Raid by customs uncovers 

I2,000lti$ of ilRdt vodka 


AN illicit vodka still was set up to 
make thousands of litres of illegal 
booze that was potentially dan¬ 
gerous if drunk, a court was told. 

A raid found 12,000 litres of fake Arctic 
Ice vodka at the still, which would have been 
sold at £45 a case, producing a potential 
profit of up to £137,000. 

Three Black Country men have admitted 
the attempted evasion of excise duty at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

The court heard the still cost around 
£45,000 to set up in an industrial unit at 
Brewery Street, Aston, Birmingham. 

It was shut down by Revenue and 
Customs investigators two weeks after the 
rental agreement on the premises had been 
signed, prosecutor Mr Daniel White said. 

He added: “It had all the equipment 
needed to produce and bottle Arctic Ice 
vodka. There were 12,000 litres of illegally 
produced vodka on which £137,000 duty 
would have been evaded. It was not suitable 
for human consumption.” 

Michael Woodlock arrived at the premises 
in his Mercedes with Gavin Berrow and Alex 
Rollason as the still was being raided on July 
19 last year, the court heard. 

Woodlock, aged 52, from from Greswold 
Street, West Bromwich, admitted being paid 
£400 a week to find a suitable site for the 
still, set it up and organise paperwork, the 
court heard. Berrow, 42, of Amblecote Road, 
Brierley Hill, had been paid £200 a time to 
deliver equipment while Rollason, aged 19, 
from Halesowen Road, Old Hill, had been an 
odd job man, the court heard. 

All three were remanded on uncondi¬ 
tional bail until January 18.

He accepts he 
could have caused serious 
injury.” Judge Amjad Nawaz 
said: “This was a persist¬ 
ently bad piece of driving and 
only down to good fortune 
was no-one injured.”

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Merry Hill centre slaps a 
ban on six in crackdown 


SIX people have been banned 
from Merry Hill shopping centre 
as part of a new clamp down on 
suspected troublemakers and 
shoplifters. 

A few weeks into the “one strike and you 
are out” policy at the centre, the six shop¬ 
pers have been given bans ranging from 
three months to a year. 

They were caught on head-cams used by 
police and security teams and include a 23- 
year-old man from Bilston excluded for 12 
months and a 20-year-old woman from 
Wolverhampton banned for six months. 

Both were suspected of thefts. 

The initiative was set up by town police 
and the Business Crime Partnership and 
will run throughout the festive period and 
into the New Year. 

It aims to tackle shoplifting, thefts from 
shoppers, cheque or card fraud, assaults 
against business employees, alcohol related 
violence and anti-social behaviour to create 
a safer environment for shoppers. 

The head-cams have been funded by 
Dudley’s Safe and Sound Community Safety 
Partnership. 

They will continue to assist officers on 
additional policing activities in and around 
the centre. The policy came into force on 
November 1. 

Sgt Andy Springthorpe said: “We will be 
increasing patrols on the run up to Christ¬ 
mas and sharing information about offend¬ 
ers with security and shops in the centre. 

“A no-tolerance approach will be used by 
the team of officers and security staff to 
ensure that the Merry Hill Centre continues 
to be a low crime area.” He added the 
cameras would offer an extra pair of eyes.

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College lands grant cash 


STOURBRIDGE College has 
won a grant from the Skills 
Funding Agency which will go 
towards a £4 million redevel¬ 
opment project at its main 
campus. 

Bosses want to revamp the Hagley 
Road site and create a Centre of Excel¬ 
lence for students studying courses in 
care, early years and uniformed public 
services. 

They have been successful in secur¬ 
ing an Enhanced Renewal Grant, 
which will be match funded by the 
college. The college is now waiting to 
hear how much cash they will receive. 

It has already created Centres of 
Excellence in creative industries, 


sport, foundation learning, construc¬ 
tion and building services. 

The college has strong links with 
employers offering opportunities for 
work experience and placements, 
employability training, partnerships 
with local clubs and associations and 
some selected trade discounts and 
offers. 

In September the college secured 
£20,000 funding for construction, arts 
and sports courses. The money will pay 
for bursaries for 20 students over the 
next two years. 

It came from the National Express 
Foundation, set up to help disadvan¬ 
taged young people across the region. 

Earlier this year the college revealed 
plans for a £500,000 revamp of the 
Hagley Road campus. But bosses have 


been forced to go back to the drawing 
board after the proposals for the rede¬ 
velopment of the entrance and recep¬ 
tion sparked objections from 
neighbours. 

There were fears the new, modern 
entrance would look out of place with 
older buildings in the area. Principal 
Lynette Cutting said: “We’re delighted 
to have been successful in securing 
additional funding to further improve 
our facilities for students. 

“We are in the process of planning in 
detail how we can create our new 
centre of excellence for care, early 
years and uniformed public services 
utilising our current space and we will 
be consulting with local residents and 
businesses in relation to any changes 
we make to our building structure.”

Youngsters at Stourbridge’s Ridge Primary School have 
taken on the roles of staff helping other children to open 
accounts and completing the paperwork. 

The scheme is run through HSBC bank with staff visiting 
the school in Gregory Road, Wollaston, to interview young¬ 
sters and provide training. Children can open an account 
with £1. The money is held at the HSBC branch in 
Kingswinford where youngsters, accompanied by parents, 
can withdraw money they have invested.

History is preserved in 
these 'ordinary' streets 


WANDERING around the Black 
Country (as I do) it’s all too easy to 
miss the history preserved in appar¬ 
ently ordinary streets. 

One story not often told, but particu¬ 
larly important to the area is the history 
of council housing. 

Every third home in the Black 
Country was built by a local authority 
and for the first three quarters of the 
20th century the figure was nearer a 
half. So, hundreds of thousands of 
family histories are tied up with this 
particular kind of architecture. 

Despite its far-reaching implications, 
the first chapter in the story of council 
housing in the Black Country hasn’t left 
us much of a visible legacy. In fact its 
beginnings are now only archaeology, 
inauspiciously buried under an 
unmarked car park in Wolverhampton. 

Soon after the first council house was 
built in London in the late 19th century, 
Wolverhampton Borough commissioned 
a terrace of cottage tenements. Between 
1902 and the First World War they stood 
alone as the only municipal housing in 
the Black Country. Demolished in the

1980s, the site on the Birmingham Road 
is now a car dealer’s forecourt. 

Despite this loss, most council houses 
built in the Black Country are still 
around today (as opposed to council flats, 
which have not lasted so well). So we can 
put together a story of the rest of the 20th 
century in surviving buildings. 

Different 

The candidates for the oldest standing 
council houses in the Black Country all 
originate in the plans for the end of the 
First World War, the start of widespread 
house-building by municipalities. 

Complicating the picture in the Black 
Country were the literally dozens of 
councils covering the area. Each had a 
slightly different approach and probably 
used different architects. 

Examples built before 1920 include the 
houses on Kate’s Hill, Dudley and on 
Stream Park, Kingswinford. 

The experience of house building in the 
inter-war years also differed between 


Black Country councils: those on the 
coalfield like Bilston, Darlaston and 
Tipton struggled to find suitable land 
and often had to level pit mounds and 
the topping of shafts before they could 
plan new estates. 

Even then they had to avoid canals 
and railways criss-crossing the area 
leading to estates being severed from 
older settlements, such as the so-called 
‘Lost City’ in Tipton. Houses built next 
to the canal at Rough Hay, Darlaston 
were typical of those built on former 
colliery land in the 1920s. 

By contrast, in the days before the 
green belt, towns around the edge of 
the ‘Black Country proper’ were able to 
plan larger estates expanding over 
farmland. Bristnall near Smethwick 
and the kilometre-long Low Hill estate 
near Wolverhampton are legacies of 
this approach.

Car park still 
on the agenda 


A MULTI-storey car park creating 
hundreds of new spaces in 
Dudley is “still on the agenda” 
with more detailed plans 
expected next year, according to 
a leading councillor. 

Dudley Council first announced the 
multi-storey scheme in January follow¬ 
ing calls for more parking to be provided 
in the town centre by traders. 

Studies have been carried out on the 
proposals but the authority decided to 
wait until other projects in the town had 
been completed before advancing the car 
parking scheme any further. 

But cabinet member for regeneration 
on the council, Councillor Shaukat Ali 
said the development was still in the 
pipeline. 

He said a site had already been identi¬ 
fied in Tower Street where the multi¬ 
storey could be built and work was now 
being carried out to see how the project 
could be delivered. 

Councillor Ali stressed the scheme 
remained in an early stage of develop¬ 
ment at the moment but expected more 
details to be drawn up in 2013. 


“This is a project which is still very 
much on the agenda but aspects of it still 
need to be properly worked out before 
firm plans can be put in place,” he said. 

“At the moment we are still looking at 
how this development could be delivered 
but I would say it is definitely still in the 
pipeline. 

“A site in Tower Street has been identi¬ 
fied and that location is still at the fore¬ 
front at the moment,” added Councillor 
Ali. 

Original 

Plans for the multi-storey were origi¬ 
nally to be drawn up and submitted for 
approval this year. 

But the council wanted to see the 
parking demands created by develop¬ 
ments such as Dudley College’s new 
Dudley Evolve and Dudley Sixth build¬ 
ings would have on the town first before 
further moves were made. 

The council was previously approached 
by NCP car parks who offered to create 
new spaces. 

The offer was turned down by the 
authority as the company would have 
wanted to impose its own car parking 
charges.

Museum's award joy 


OFFICIALS at the Black 
Country Living Museum say 
they are bursting with pride 
after receiving a prestigious 
award honouring the full-size 
replica of the world’s first 
steam engine. 

The Dudley attraction’s version of 
the Newcomen Engine has been 
ranked alongside engineering feats 
such as London’s Tower Bridge, HMS 
Belfast and the E-type Jaguar. 

The Institution of Mechanical Engi¬ 
neers bestowed their Engineering Her¬ 
itage Award on the replica engine. 

The original was built by Thomas 
Newcomen in 1712 to pump water 
from coal mines on Lord Dudley’s 


estates. Engineers have completed a 
£100,000 restoration of the steam 
engine which officially reopened in 
July to coincide with the 300th 
anniversary celebrations of the engine. 

Director of collections at the 
museum, David Eveleigh, said: “Our 
engine now joins a select group of 
British engineering achievements 
which have been given this coveted 
award - including Tower Bridge and 
the Vulcan Bomber - and at the same 
time it highlights the full significance 
to the Black Country of Thomas New¬ 
comen’s invention and of the educa¬ 
tional value of our working 
reconstruction.” 

The machine was built in 1986, 
using 18th Century engravings, inven¬ 
tories and descriptions of the original

engine, which was built near Dudley. 

John Wood, chairman of the Institu¬ 
tion of Mechanical Engineers’ Her¬ 
itage Committee, presented the award. 


Family home damaged 
as pipe leaks for six hours 


A FAMILY’S home in Stourbridge has been 
damaged after water poured from a leaking 
main for nearly six hours. 

Gavin Price first noticed water leaking on 
to the pavement outside his property in 
Poole Street, at about 7.30am. 

It started running into his garage and a 
flat beneath his house where his daughter 
Laura lives. It was not fixed until 1pm - by 
which time four inches of water had poured 
in and badly damaged the property. Workers 
have now been appointed by Severn Trent to 
rip out the flooring. 

Mr Price claims that could take up to two 
months. The 59-year-old said he rang Severn 
Trent when he first noticed the problem last 
and was given a claim number and told an 
engineer was on their way. But the problem 


was not fixed until about 1.30pm, Mr Price 
says. Work is now being carried out to repair 
the damage but Mr Price, a retired car body 
repairer, said it “should never had got this 
bad in the first place”. 

Mr Price added: “It could have been dealt 
with much better and we could have avoided 
this mess.” 

Severn Trent spokeswoman Sarah 
MacArthur said: “The customer reported a 
water leak outside his property at about 
7.50am. We sent an engineer to repair it but 
they realised that they would need to shut off 
a four-inch pipe so instead they had to dig 
down to fix the pipe, which took a bit longer. 
We would like to apologise to the people 
affected and for any inconvenience and 
thank them for their patience.”

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People evacuated due to 
blaze inside rocketfactory 


HOMES and businesses were evacuated and 
roads closed after a serious fire broke out at 
a rocket-making factory. 

A 600m exclusion zone was put in place 
around Roxel at Summerfield, Kiddermin¬ 
ster after the alarm was raised at 8.30am on 
Saturday. 

No-one was injured in the blaze which was 
being tackled by six crews of firefighters 
from across Worcestershire. 

Police set up a cordon and closed neigh¬ 
bouring roads including a stretch of the 
A449 Worcester Road from the junction 
with the A442. 

Roxel designs and manufactures rocket 
motors for tactical missiles. 

Businesses on the nearby Hoo Farm 
Industrial Estate, off Worcester Road, were 
evacuated and residents in a small number 
of homes on roads neighbouring the site 
were asked to leave. They were able to take 


shelter at Wyre Forest Glades Centre where 
rest centres were set up for people who had 
no where else to go. 

Lee Greenaway, manager at RIS Roof 
Centre on Hoo Farm Industrial Estate said 
police had arrived at 10am and ordered 
everyone to evacuate. 

He said: “Officers arrived and told us to 
get out of the area as quickly as we could. 

“It only took a few minutes for us to get off 
the estate.” 

Owen Southan, 30, who works in the 
warehouse at Protektor UK on the Hoo 
Farm estate said: “We did not know what 
was happening at first. 

“The managers simply told us we had to 
go as quickly as we could and that’s exactly 
what we did.” 

Hereford and Worcester Fire and Rescue 
Service’s Incident Support Unit has been at 
the scene. 


Academy plans attacked 


Man denies 
taxi charges 


A LONG-serving teacher 
spoke passionately against 
plans to turn a secondary 
school into an academy at a 
packed public meeting. 

Paula Roe said staff morale at 
Redhill School, Stourbridge, was low 
because of the controversial propos¬ 
als - which she claimed would be 
detrimental to the school’s future. 

Speaking to about 40 parents, res¬ 
idents and staff at the Duke William 
pub, Coventry Street, Mrs Roe, who 
has taught at the school for 34 years, 
said she did not believe it had any¬ 
thing to gain by becoming an 
academy and the majority of staff 
were against the plans. 

“I believe the teachers at Redhill 
are not opposed to change. They are 


always changing to ensure they are 
teaching in the most appropriate 
ways to ensure every pupil achieves 
their potential and that’s what we 
will continue to do. We do not need to 
become an academy for that,” she 
said. The majority of staff are 
opposed to academy conversion. 

“We haven’t heard a logical case 
for it. We don’t know what we’re 
going to gain from converting to an 
academy,” she added. 

Mrs Roe, president of the National 
Association of Schoolmasters Union 
of Women Teachers, Britain’s 
biggest teaching union, said: “I am 
totally opposed to academies. They 
are detrimental to education. They 
narrow parental choice and remove 
the local authority as the safety net. 

“This outstanding school would be 


removed from the community if 
academy status goes ahead,” she 
said. 

Sue Lowe, who has a daughter in 
Year 11, said: “I’ve joined the cam¬ 
paign because I cannot see what is 
broken at Redhill that needs fixing. 
The school is outstanding and does 
not need to change.” 

At the weekend campaigners held 
a town centre demonstration in their 
battle against the plans while more 
than 400 signatures have been col¬ 
lected on a petition. 

Redhill governor and Stourbridge 
MP Margot James has supported the 
plans to become an academy, while 
headteacher Stephen Dunster says 
that he is committed to “enhancing 
its position as an outstanding non- 
selective school.” 


A DUDLEY man who is 
accused of driving a car 
for hire without a 
Hackney carriage licence 
and without insurance 
will have his case sent to 
trial.

Pick of the Week 


Tale of brothers who 
are young at heart 


J ust a few years ago, Tony and 
Christine Clark were living the 
high life. 

Their parenting days were long 
gone, they had a pleasant ex-pat life 
in Spain and a long and happy 
retirement ahead of them - or so 
they thought. 

As it turned out, the deteriorating 
health of their two sons forced them 
back to the UK. 

The Curious Case of the Clark 
Brothers (Channel 4, 9pm) outlines 
the plight of Matthew, who’s 39, and 
Michael, 42. They suffer from an 
age-defying disease that’s made 
them regress to childhood in front of 
Tony and Christine’s eyes - 
reminiscent of Brad Pitt’s character 
Benjamin Button in the 2008 film. 

Devastating as it is, the two 
brothers were fine until their late 
thirties and had lived completely 
healthy, normal lives. But what they 
didn’t realise was that their brains 
were carrying a deadly psychological 
time bomb; a rare and little-known 
condition called leukodystrophy. 

The condition causes a 
progressive loss of every 


neurological function - speech, 
memory, movement, sight, hearing, 
touch, eating and swallowing - 
meaning they need round-the-clock 
care from Tony and Christine. 

After abandoning their once 
mapped-out life abroad, Tony and 
Christine now live in a cramped one- 
bedroom flat, where they keep a 
constant eye on their ‘boys! 

Having watched both men marry, 
and Matthew become a father, and 
Michael join the RAF, the condition 
is simply heartbreaking for Tony and 
Christine. 

Earlier this year, Tony explained to 
the Daily Mail: ‘There are no words to 
describe how we feel. It’s devastating. 

“Christine and I lay on the sofa 
each night and the tears flow very 
freely. Our biggest fear is that they 
will outlive us and then who will look 
after them?” 

He goes on to explain just what 
day-to-day living is like with the boys. 

“When Matthew wakes up, he is in a 
state of confusion and throws himself 
about. He looks afraid, and says: 
‘Mummy, help me,’?” he explains. 


“Michael is the opposite. He 
wakes up happy and the first thing 
he does is blow a cheeky raspberry 
at us. 

“The boys are unable to dress 
themselves, so we get them ready 
and then we do something to get 
Matthew’s mind focused again, like 
playing a board game. 

“Mealtimes are a bit of a challenge. 
They make a hell of a mess between 
them. It’s very much like feeding two 
toddlers. Michael holds the fork too 
near the prongs and spills it.” 

However, when all is said and 
done, a parent’s love will never falter, 
no matter how different or difficult the 
child. 

“It’s very hard. Seeing what has 
happened to them is so painful for 
us,” Christine explains. “We just want 
to make them as happy as they can 
be. We’re their parents and they 
need us.” 

This fascinating programme 
follows their traumatic everyday 
life as these two devastated 
parents watch their grown-up sons 
become young boys again in adult 
bodies.

HEATHENS POSITIVE 
ABOUT NEW TRACK 


DUDLEY HEATHENS say they are getting 
‘positive feedback’ on the chances of finding 
a new track. 

And club chairman Nigel Pearson said that development 
contributed to their decision not to apply for Premier 
League membership at the British promoters’ AGM. 

Pearson, who has been at the helm since the former 
Cradley outfit reformed in November 2009, says he under¬ 
stands the disappointment felt by fans over the decision. 


But he refuses to accept 
that he and colleagues Gary 
Patchett and Chris Van 
Straaten ‘bottled it’ and lack 
ambition, as some suggest. 

He said they had finally 
got positive feedback from 
Dudley Council and hoped to 
make significant progress 
over the next few months. 

“If we felt there was no 
encouragement whatsoever 
where a new track is con¬ 
cerned, we would have prob¬ 
ably elected to go Premier 
and risk blowing everything 
knowing there was no hope 
for the future anyway. 

Hope 

“But we have some hope. 
The decision was made in 
the best interests of the club. 

“We consulted other pro¬ 
moters, looked at the costs 
involved in running at the 
higher level and took on 
board the views of our won¬ 
derful fans. 

“In the end we decided it 
was right to remain in the 
National League, working 
with British youngsters for 
the 2013 season. 

“We have worked on this 
project for three seasons 
now and the ultimate aim 
has always been to find a 
piece of land to take the Hea¬ 
thens into their own home. 

“We didn’t want to jeopar¬ 
dise that in what are very 
difficult economic times. As 
a management team, we are 
committed to putting the

club on their own track. And 
if we had our own track it 
would automatically bring 
in other sources of income.” 

As it stands, said Pearson, 
the club rely on admission, 
programme sales and spon¬ 
sorship. The management 
are proud of what has been 
achieved in three seasons 
and look forward to contin¬ 
uing the work. They will 
meet to discuss team plans 
and season ticket details. 

But a 40-point limit 
makes the retention of both 
Ashley Morris and Tom 
Perry difficult. 

Pearson added: “It’s the 
impossible choice. Under a 
40-point limit there is a 
chance we can only keep one 
of the boys. We already know 
Royno (Adam Roynon) 
won’t be riding National 
League and it would be 
lovely to keep Ash and Tom. 

“But one may well have to 
go. It’s like having to pick 
between Greg Hancock and 
Billy Hamill. 

“We knew this would be 
the case when we elected not 
to apply for the Premier 
League and we will come up 
with a team we feel can chal¬ 
lenge for honours next 
season. After missing out on 
the league title by a point we 
are determined to come back 
and go one better.”

Blow for 
Aston as 
cut halts 
his fight 

RYAN ASTON suffered big- 
fight frustration in Notting¬ 
ham. 

Aston was back in the ring 
following his shock Mid¬ 
lands Area middleweight 
title defeat in July and 
appeared to be heading for 
victory over Tyan Booth on 
the undercard of Carl 
Froch’s latest world-title 
fight. 

But an accidental clash of 
heads in the third left the 21- 
year-old from Dudley cut 
under his right eyebrow. On 
the advice of the ringside 
doctor, referee Terry O’Con¬ 
nor declared the fight a tech¬ 
nical draw. 

Aston said: “I’m a bit 
annoyed. I wanted to go out 
there and prove a point, but 
the referee didn’t give me a 
chance. It wasn’t a bad cut. 
It didn’t even need stitches, 
it was just glued together. 

Charge 

“I felt in charge. I was 
going through the gears and 
could feel him tiring.” 

Booth, making a come¬ 
back after almost three 
years out of the ring, is a tall, 
rangy boxer from the Ingles’ 
gym in Sheffield. 

He looked to take the 
centre of the ring and keep 
Aston on the outside. For a 
round, it worked, but Aston 
answered the bell for the 
second with a two-fisted 
attack that unsettled him. 

Aston kept the pressure 
on in the third until he was 
cut. 

Meanwhile, Froch saw off 
American challenger Yusaf 
Mack with comfort in the 
main bout. Froch took the 
over-matched Philadelphian 
out in three rounds with two 
stinging body shots as he 
successfully defended his 
IBF super-middleweight 
title.
